DELAYS IN WAR 


“The ideals and ideas of America 
and of imperialistic Germany present 
direct antitheses,” said Dr. Herbert 
L. Willett of the University of Chicago 
last night at the Sunday Evening club 
in an address on “ America and the 
World Crisis.” “We are a nation of 
altruists and idealists. "We draw the 
sword.only to defend an ideal. This is 
something that Germany, deluded by 
her war lords,’ cannot comprehend. 

“To her way of thinking, we waged 


and she does not yet understand our 
returning Cuba or dealing altruis- 
tically’ with the Philippines. - 

“Therefore, when we did not enter 
the world. war upon the first great 
provocation she offered, she believed 
we would not enter atall. Indeed, there 
were only two things which kept us 
out of the war earlier than we went 
in. One was the education of our peo- 
ple, which made for balance, conserva: 
tism, and poise. The other was the 
splendid leadership of President. Wil- 
son, for, had’ we gone into the war six 
months earlier we should have gone 
in a divided nation, whereas we are 
now in the war to the last man and 
the last dollar.”

When a etrike of the railroad brotherhoods 
®eemed imminent iast year the country came to 


- 


 Tealise as never before its utter dependency on the 


rafiroads. For days people discussed ways and 


 Mieans of getting food enough to live on in casc 


the threatened calamity should occur. It was cer- 


tain that a prolonged strike would bring starvation | 


in its wake, while the utter parajya of business 
was taken for granted. 

We are more dependent on the railroads today 
than we were then, because we have undertaken a 


-@Peat war enterprise. A collapse of our transporta- 


tion facilitiés would therefore be a world catas- 
_ trophe. 
If we face the facts we shal! see that we are 


“* moving slowly but none the less certainly in the 


direction of just such a catastrophe. Because the 
movement is slow, because it is a process of disin- 
tegration rather than sudden paralysis, we fail to 
visualize it as we shdauld an impending railroad 
strike and we fail to accord it the importance it 

There is no need for alarm if we take intelligent 
measures to counteract the danger. There fs de- 
cidedly no occasion for hysteria. It is important 
to realize fully the ‘seriousness of the situation, 
and it is to be hoped that we can do so without 
losing our heads. 

There are indications that certain elements at 
Washington will seek to create a wave of hysteria 
to be utilized for their own purposes. Hysterical 
action can be prevented if the intelligent classes 
of the country are aroused to the seriousness of 
the situation. Intelligence instinctively rejects an 
emotional solution of a practical problem. 

The extremists may be expected to make an emo- 


tional appeal for government operation of the rail- 


reads. It is their great opportunity to achieve a 
cherished goal under the cover of war necessity. 
We can already hear them protesting against the 
suspension of anti-trust and anti-pooling laws be- 
eause they know the alternative is government op- 
eration. They would have us believe that all the 
evils of the old rapacious management will return 
if these restrictions are removed. 
It is an argument that is entirely emotional, 
without any basis in fact. It is an appeal to the 
sentiment against trusts and mergers. But every 
intelligent person knows that the interstate com- 


merce commission possesses or may be made to/ 


possess full power to protect the public from extor- 
tion and discrimination. The anti-trust and anti- 
pooling laws, in fact, are not consistent with the 
regulatory powers granted the commission. Regu- 
lation and competition cannot be made to har- 

The repeal of these restrictive laws will serve 
to produce greater efficiency in railroad operation 
because it will make possible a unified manage- 
ment. It is of vast importance as a war measure, 
but it ‘will prove equally beneficial in times of 

It is probable that this is the first issue that will 
have to be fought out. There remains, of course, 
the pressing necessity of granting financial relief. 


- THE COUNTRY’S ATTITUDE. 

Only one vote was cast against the declaration of 
war on Austria. Last April six senators and 
fifty representatives voted against entering the 
war against Germany. Although the president had 
then committed us to the war, some members of 
congress felt they were honestly entitled to use 
their votes to express disagreement with the pres- 
ident’s policy. As a nation we had not yet made 
the great decision. We are now committed up 
to the hilt, and there is no justification for inter- 
ference or obstruction. Loyalty no longer ad- 


' mits of alternatives or reservations. Congress 


has demonstrated its perception of this fact, but 
‘we may be certain that congress was not relying 
solely on its own interpretation of events. Dur- 
ing the recess the senators and representatives 
went back home, eager to catch the centiment of 
their constituencies. These congressmen had their 
’ ears to the ground, and if any considerable element 
of the population were opposed to pushing the 
war to victory their attitude would have been 
' reflected by a substantial vote. The one negative 
vote was cast by a Socialist. — 


AUSTRIAN. a ENEMY ALIENS.” 

Now that we have declared war on Austria, 
_ special consideration should be given to the cause 
of the oppressed peoples of the dual monarchy. 
These péoples have no love for the Hapsburg rule 
and their hope for the future lies in an allied 
victory. By espousing that cause we enlist the 
sympathy of thousands of expatriates grom Aus- 
tria-Hungary who have come to this country.

After the first 
few days use half a tablet instead of a 
whole one, Can smoke as often as you wish. 

Internal treatment—Take one five grain 
quinine pill before meals, reducing the dose 
to two graina as soon as the tobacco craving 
passes away. Continue this for a week and 
discontinue the treatment, but resume the 
same for a few days any time there is a 
tendency to relapse. 

Diet—Eat good, natritious food three times 
daily and a lunch midway between 
meals if h Take plenty of active out- 


door exercise daily (in work or recreation)

Examinations for the Draft,” grievously 
wrongs the medical examiners of the se- 


cers, most of them able and experienced, 
are giving, with little or no compensation, 
their very best services to the nation. 
In the instructions to medical examiners 
it is stated, and often repeated, that when 
in doubt as to the fitness of a recruit, 
the government shall be given the ben- 
efit of the doubt and the man certified 
to the mobilization camp. Here its one 
of the rules: 


In the making of the physical examination 


the physician must be satisfied that the per- 
osn exathined is physically deficient and not 
physically qualified for military service in 
order to relieve the person called for military 
service from military duty.

“Long Process.—l. Soften the yeast 
in one-half cup of lukewarm water. 
Add three-quarters cup of white flour. 
Beat thoroughly, cover, and if the 
sponge is to stand over night, let rise 
at room temperature :[about 65 to 70 
deg. F.] and at 80 to 85 deg. F., if the 
time is to be shortened. When this 
sponge is so light that the slightest 
touch causes it to fall it is ready for 
the addition of other ingredients.

“2. Stir the cornmeal into the re 
maining cup of salted water and heat 
to the boiling point over the direct 
flame. Cook twenty minutes in a dou- 
ble boiler or over hot water. Cool un- 
til it feels warm to the hand [about 
90 to 95 deg. F.]. 

“3. Beat the cooked cornmeal into 
the light sponge prepared as directed 
above. Add gradually sufficient flour 
to make a dough somewhat stiffer than 
for ordinary bread. It is impossible to 
give the quantity of flour exactly, be- 
cause different samples of flour may 
not absorb the same amounts of liquid. 
Knead a few minutes. until the dough 


rise at a temperature of about 80 de- 
grees F. until double tn bulk. Then 
shape into a loaf, cover and let rise in 
Bake. 
fifty to sixty minutes, starting in a 
hot oven [450 degrees F.] and lower- 
ing the temperature graduaily at the 
end of ten minutes. A pan of water’ 
set in the oven will keep the air moist 
and give a soft brown crust.
